LOBBYISTS Al WASHINGTON. 


One man in congress has raised his 
vo'ce against the crowd of lobbyists 
about Washington, who breed jobbery 
and corruption. There is an army of 
the most unserupulous men engaged in 
this business, and there has been for 
some time. Among them are ex- 
judges, ex-congressmen, ex-heads of 
bureaus and even ex-members of the 
cabinet of the present administration. 
Mr. wWiilis, before the naval com-nittee 
on the 15th inst., made an attack on 
the practice of allowing these lobbyists 
to appear before congressional commit- 
tees as the agent of claimant; and oth- 
ers, who have thousands upon the 
government. The members of the 
third house have almost complete con- 
trol of some committee rooms, and we 
would pot be surprised any time to 
learn that they had been given the 
right $0 the floor in congress. They 
certainly have more infiuence there 
now than the good of the cenntry de- 
mands. An ex-commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue presented a petition 
to the naval committee requesting pay 
for the officers of the navy whose 
pay was reduced last session. and this 
gave Mr, Wiilis an opportunity to give 
‘the lobbyists ashot.

Resolved, Thatacommiitee of seven mem- 
bers of the house be appointed by the speaker 
to act in conjunction with any similar eommit- 
tee that may be appointed by the senate to pre- 
pare and report without delay such a measure, 
either legislat!ve or comstitutional,as may in 
their judgment be best calcuiated to accomplish 
the desired end; that said cemmittee have leave 
to report al any time, and that the c’erk of the 
house luform the senate of the adoption of this 
reso! ution. 

We givethe resolution in full, be- 
cause it isthe only planin sight that 
promises an amicable settlement of 
the grave questions before 
the country. Senator Edmunds 
has, ities said, faith that such a com- 
mittee will be able to make an arrange- 
ment between the two houses whereby 
they can meet together on an equal 
footing to count the electoral vote. He 
has shown his good will, as our dis- 
patches of this morning prove, by pro- 
curing the appointment of a committee 
of seven senators to co-operate 
with the house committee. Upon 
their action, we repeat, de 
pends the best prospect that we have 
for an harmonious adjustment of our 
political difficulties. We _ sincerely 
hope this committee will be able to de- 
vise a plan that will be acceptable to 


the country. 


The house has also adopted a resolu- 
tion from the judiciary committee, 
which provides for a special commit- 
tee of seven to inquire into 
the duties and powers of the house tn 
counting the electoral vote. This com- 
mittee will consist of the best lawyers 
in the house. A complete record from 
tue first congress down to and including 
the last presidential vote will be laid 
betore the new committee. The state- 
ment is now in course of preparation. 
It shows that every time the two houses 
have metin joint convention for that 
purpose they have had equal powers, 
and that,in fact, in the objections to 
the informality of the returns, the eligi- 
bility of electurs and the decision on 
the couat, the house has participated 
even oftever than the senate. 


Pending legislative action, the demo- 
crats of the northwest are awakening 
to a full realization of the situation and 
of their duties in the crisis that is 
upon us. Conventions have been 
called in the states of Ohip, Indiana 
and Illinois, to meet on the eighth day 
of next January, und the counties are 
now selecting delegates. There is a 
deev and growing feeling in those states. 
The Cincinnati Enquirerin speaking for 
its wide circle of readers in the three 
great central states of the northwest, 
savs: ‘‘ Committees of congress, heaaed 
by d-emocrate, have been organized and 
sent into the three dispured southern 
states to ascertain facts. They will 
investigate and report in a week or 
two. If their reports shal! be conclusive 
as to the point in issue—if they declare 
that Mr. Tilden has honestly carried 
either of the states in dispute—we are 
in favor of the inauguration of Mr. 
Tilden at any and all hazards. We 
want the evidence to go to the people. 
After that we want our representatives 
in congress and the leaders of the party 
to pledge themselves to see justice done. 
The people will respond when they 
know they are right. The rights of men 
are as dear now as they were in the 
days of King John, and republican in- 
stitutions are worth just as much now 
as when our fathers battled from Lex- 
ington to Yorktown.” 


THE POSITION OF TH& SOUTH. 


Various organs of radicalism at the 
north and west seem to have strangely 
misunderstood the position of the 
southern people in the present crisis, 
and in order to give this misunderstand- 
ing some show of authority, they are 
in the habit of quoting from the Con- 
sTITUTION.

With 

more than usual disco wents and 

obstacles to-contend with, not the least 

of which was a drunken and worthless 

hasband; she : has at last reached the 

end of her strength and her resources. 

Her children are worse than fatherless, 

but not orpharied, and therefore can 

not be reeeived at any of the orphan 

asylums. For weeks she has seen them 

lie down at night hungry and shivering 

upon a heap of rags which served them 

fora bed. A good situation was open 

for her which she mignt have filled at 

any time but for the children. In her 

great need she at last ‘consented to 

yield all control of her little 

ones if BO she mizht 

see them warmed and fed, and in asafe 

and comfortable home. An appeal was 

made in her behalf to the Home com- 

mittee, who, feeling that much more 

good could be accomplished for the 

young than for the passing generation, 

determined to receive these children, 

and to try, so far as circumstances would 

permit, to teach and train them in al! 

yood and useful habits. The board 

would be glad to receive and care for 
ail similar applicants; and they hope 

that in time their means will permit 
them to extend their charities largely 

in this direction. 

Lhe following extracts from the Home 
committee for October will give a very 
— idea of the work which is being 

one from month to month: 

“The Home report for October now 
presented is the last one to be rendered 
by us, as this month cl ses our associa- 
tional year. We acknowledge, with 
gratetul hearts, God’s goodness to usin 
having made us the almoner of his 
bounty during the year to so many who 
were needy and in distress. The work 
has steadily grown in importance and 
interest. 

During the month fourteen were ad- 
mitted and twelve left. Some of those 
«ho were with us for so short a period 
were refugees from the afflicted sea- 
board cities, and had no means either 
to stay orgoforward. Ina number of 
instauces transportation has been pro- 
cured by us for parties desiring to go 
elsewhere, and homes have been fur- 
nished in respectable fauilies for such 
as wished them. 

Our present number of inmates is 
sixteen. A deaih occurred in the 
Home in September  Littie Maggie, 
the homeless waif who was brought 
under our care bv the faithful and un- 
tiring efforts of some members of our 
committee who rescued her irom a den 
of vice only by earnest and persistent 
pleading on their part. 

She took to us kindly on coming 
among us, became tractable and obedi- 
ent, after she was removed from the 
influences of liquor, and wis attending 
Suuday-school regularly when she was 
taken sick. Afteran illness of nine 
weeks, through which she was tender- 
ly cared for by the matron and the la- 
dies, receiving the besi of medical at- 
tention from Doctors Stirlingand West- 
moreland,she died. But better thus to 
die the recipient of kindly care than to 
haye met her end in the negro hovel 
from wich we rescued her, and were 
she was left by her mother, who was in 
the chain gaug. 

Besides the inmates of the Home 
proper, we are giving some parties 
rooms in the building rent free, who 
are utherwise supplying their own ne- 
cesssities.”’ ; 

Sigued by chairman Home commit- 
tee. 

The Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion rent two rooms of the Home in 
which to place such of their beneficia- 
ries as need special care or nursing, or 
a temporary home. Ten dollars per 
mouth is paid for these rooms, and the 
inmates are fed and cared for by the 
Home committee. Twenty men have 
been received during the year. 

his as ,ociation has aiso provided 
for religious services to be held at the 
Home on ‘Sunday afteruo.ns. These 
services have been well attended, and 
letters have been received during the 
year full of encouragement to these 
missionaries, in which the writers have 
gratefully acknowledged that at these 
meetings they have received strong 
ene towarda higher and manlier 

ife. 

As the inmates of the Home are con- 
stantly changing, so its interests are 
constantly varying. We get perhaps 
a glimpse of character, give but a few 
words of encouragement, offer a help- 
ing hand through a temporary trial,and 
the individual passes from vur sight, 
but never from our influence; and we 
long to have our Home so appropriate 
in all itsappointments, so nearly that 
which atrue home shonld be, that it 
may leave a happy and lasting im- 
pression upon even the sojourner ofa 


ay. 

Whitewashed walls, shining floors,tidy 
beds, a well-ordered table, bright fires, 
gentle words,and kind attentions do 
not require lavish expenditure ef mon 
ev, but constitute the principal charm 
of a hgme; and they bave an educating 
effect, especially upon those whose 
lives have generally been without such 
happy influences, 

hile thus wishing to make our 

Home pleasant arfd helpful, we would 
be giad to make it self-sustaining. 
Charity to be harmless must be as wise 
as a serpent, and its almoners should 
be must careful to guard against the 
encouragement of idleness or begging 
in any of its forms. We believe in 
exacting from every able-bodied appli- 
cant for relief an equivalent in sume 
kind of service fur every penny be 
stowed, thus enforcing the important 
lesson that it is the duty of ail whoare 
able to labor toearn th+ir own support. 
The board of managers desire, as 
soon as practicable, in the future, to 
develop the work of the Home in the 
direction of the establishment of special 
industries, which, by the empluyment, 
under wise management, of persons 
idle or engaged in unprofitable labor, 
would make the work of charity to a 
large extent self-sustaining. 
It is also the earnest desire of the of- 
ficers of this association to so conduct 
this public chsrity in all its plans and 
methods as to receisethe approval of 
the wise, the good, the prudent and 
the charitable, and thus secure the 
sympathy aud hearty co-operation of 
eur entire community.

thosewho depended for support on their 
daily toil. This proceeding on the part 
of governments was not the result 
of unadulterated eharity towards their 
subjects—it was not an unbounded 
liberality for the elevation of the im- 
verished condition of their peoplé— 
ut it was a wise measure of policy 
which took root in fear ana selfishness 
on the part of the,rulers. 

No better illustration of this can be 
presented to you than to recall the bril- 
liant schemes of the late Napoleon, by 
which he transformed the once ugly 
city of Paris into the most beautiful in 
the world. _It is true, Napoleon loved 
Paris, and he loved the French people 
—but withal he did not iack in love for 
himself, and in order to make his rule 
popular, and secure his throne to his 

osterity, he saw the necessity of keep- 
ing employed the poverty-stricken ia- 
habitants of the faubourgs—that 
class to whom riot is pastime and revo- 
lution is profit—that class who compose 
the social volcano and who can in aday 
set Paris ablaze and steep France in 
bloodshed. 

It these theories be correct, the log- 
ical conclusion is that employment is 
an antidote for poverty, and in every’ 
community where poverty exists, itisa 
duty on thac community to use their 
utmost endeavors to provide employ- 
ment for the destitute. 

Lut employment is not an antidote 
for poverty —poverty qill exist in spite 
of a demand for labor—employment 
cannot replace asevered limb—empioy- 
ment cannot restore sight :o the blind, 
nor banish ascortching fever—employ- 
ment then, is not’a panacea, it is but a 
partial antidote at best, but a powerful 
aud salutary one as far as it goes. 

The question then is how to utilize 
it—how to distribute it so that the 
greatest umount of poverty may be re- 
heved by it. I, as an individual, can- 
uot doit. Noone person in this house 
can do it—tor who would presume to 
say, | care not what his means may be, 
that he can find employment sufficient 
to permanently relieve every case of 
destitution in this city ? If suchathing 
were possible the wock would not be 
complete, for he would still have the 
blind, the lame and decrepid, nnable 
to avail themselyes of his invitation. 
How then can it be done? We have 
no imperial ralers todoit for us. Yet 
it must be done, and it can be done; 
but the only way to doit s by concen- 
trated effort, and that can only be ob- 
tained by organization. 

Before the organization of the asso- 
ciation, whose anniversary we cele- 
brate to-night, this city was infested 
with a swarm of street beggars, who 
preyed upon our community like the 
locust plague of Egypt. No respecta- 
ble citizen escaped their importunity, 
no household was sacred from their 
intrusion; they did not ask for work, (it 
is menial to work)—according to their 
statements, the first families never 
work, and they were always of that 
class, and before the war lived in some 
one of Our neighboring states, most 
probably one of those states whose op- 
posite political parties have, since the 
late election, been :rantically accusing 
each other of a deplorable ignorance 
in arithmetical knowledge; but in ev- 
ery case the scene of their reputed op- 
ulence was ata distance painfully in- 
convenient for the coiroberation of 
the the truth of their statements. 

One of these cases occurs to we here, 
which I will relate, and which will 
serve to iliustrate this class of mendi- 
cants: 

One pleasant afternoon, about two 
years ayo, | was riding ont Peachtree 
street accompanied by a lady relative, 
and one of the horses’s shoes becoming 
loose, we stopped at a blacksmith’s 
shop to have it repaired. While there 
we inet @ woman on whose countenance 
were depicted utter wretchedness, 
misery, despair—whose tattered gar- 
ments and shoeless feet told but too 
plainly the extreme poverty which was 
he: lot. She begged for a few cents to 
buy bread, and relaied her pitiful 
story 80 grapically, so pathetically that 
my companion began to weep, 
my own sympathies threatened to flow 
over as I felt for my handkercheif—and 
I think the horse caught the contagion 
for he upset the blacksmith as he was 
driving in the last nail, The lady told 
hereby certify that the forgoing is a 
the unfoitunate woman tiet if 
she would cali at the Kim- 
bali house the next worning 
employment would be provided ior her 
ata reasonab'e saiary,and she would 
there havea comfortable home. After a 
moments silent consideration the un- 
fortunate replied that she had called at 
the Kimball house a few days before 
and begged for something to eat; they 
gave Ler a lunch and acup of coffee and 
she said that she then discovere i that 
the coffee was of inferior quality.and 
on that account she did not think she 
would care to live at the Kimball 
house. She closed the conversation by 
asking the lady how much she had paid 
tor the new hat she had on, and vol- 
unteered the statement that she 
thought the style was somewhat passe. 

I speak of this case as an illustration, 
and I hepe you will not accuse me of 
extravagant ianguage when I assert 
that all the money, meal, bread, cloth- 
ing and other coutributions which in 
the fulinees of your charity you have 
given to paupers without the most rigid 
investigation, you have bestowed on 
(ese c .nting, hypocritical vultures— 
i .ase pests on the body politic who live 
on the gifts of misapplied chanty, and 
w 0 luxuriate in idleness, filth, seusu- 
ality and crime. 

Organization is the only way by 
which labor can be utilized among the 
poor, and organization i the only 
bulwark which can shield the charit- 
ably disposed of any community from 
imposition. 

Ask your street beggars why they do 
not apply to the Benevolent Home for 
relief, and they will say that they live 
outside the city limits; or what is more 
probable, they wili tell you that they 
have applied and were refused. They 
all know that the general rule of this 
association is that a:sistance sball not 
extend to persons who do not reside in 
the city, except in extreme cases. 
Hence they attempt to prey on your 
sympathies. And as to the other staie- 
ment, that they applied for relief and 
were refused, they well know to be 
untrue, fur not one of them has yet 
dared tuapplythere. Why? Because 
every ward in this city is under the 
surveillance of a committee from this 
organization Who will recommend no 
assistance until they have fully inves- 
tigated each case, and professional beg- 
gars are not apt to invite such rigid 
scrutiny. 

But the question is asked, Is there 
really much destitution in this city? 
Ask those members ef this association 
who fur the past three years have 
worked to relieve it. Go with them on 
one of their daily rounds into the 
hovels of starvation and disease and 
hear the pitiful 
emaciated forms,

flictions, who but tor this society would 
have long since filled paupers’ graves. 
Then it 18 asked, ‘“‘Why not take in 
the others from th ir miserable 
hovels?” I will tell you why: The peo- 
ple of Atlanta have said we shall not do 
it; they have denied us the power of 
doing it; they did not this intentionally, 
but they did it nevertheless by not 
coming to our assistance. © 

ur means are small, and one-tenth 
of the work is not yet acconiplished ; 
we hold our anniversary here 1: this 
public building and invite the citizens 
of the city te come and hear what ‘has 
been done, what ought to be done and 
what can be done with your assistance. 
From the reporw read to-night you 
learned something of what bas been 
done, and | wiil, in a few words, tell 
you what we want todo: We wast a 
building of ovr own which will be au 
asylum beyond the contingencies of 
rents and landlords; we want to be 
able tu mitigate the paius of disease, 
when aggravated by penury; we want 
to provide work for the poor, who are 
able to work, by finding situations 
for them, and giving them emplovment 
within the Home; we want to throwa 
shield around unprotected giris and 
women and preserve them from the 
terrible temptations of poverty tocrime; 
and we want a larder ampleand well 
stocked, that no worthy object of char- 
ity may go away empty. These area 
few of the objects we have in view. 

But objeciion is mad~— objections 
come glibiy and without difficulty from 
those who are not disposed to works of 
charity. It is argued that an organiza- 
tion such as this is encour.ges rstu 
come here from other places to be cared 
for, and that it also encourages id/eness 
and vice. Thisisa plausible objection, 
and to those who do not know better it 
is well calculated to freeze the inception 
of every benevolent impulse. But is 
the charge true? Can it be sus- 
tained by facts? If only sucn re- 
sults are obtained by organiz d 
vharity, then these gentlemen (pointing 
tothose on the stage), well-known to 
you all, aresaaly out of place. If such 
were the results of combined benevolent 
effort, | would be among the first to 
raise my voice aga'nst an institution 
whose pernicious influence would ele- 
vate corrupvion and crown iniquity. 

But what are the facts? You know 

that the mayor of Augusta or Macon,or 
of any other place does not hesitate to 
give transportation to paupersin order 
to get rid of them, because it is cheaper 
to send paupers to other cities than tu 
supporttbem. Thi« is their right, over 
which we bave nocontol. We cannot 
prevent the arrival of passengers in this 
city, nor can we demand of them a 
statement of their financial condition 
in order order to ascertain whether ti:ey 
be rich or poor. If Mayor Hammock 
will furnish sufficient transportation, I 
will wager that the ladies of the Be- 
nevolent Home will find in our own 
city impoverished subjects enough to 
return all these courtesies of adjacent 
mayors and throw ina brigade or two 
to suvw how prolific they are. But 
when itis charged that the poor of 
other cities centre here through the in- 
fluence of this organization, 1 deny the 
charge, and I sustain the denial by the 
records of our council. The amount of 
transportation furnished by the city to 
deserving poor during the last year 
was less than anv previous year since 
the war; and the amount expended by 
the city forthe relief cf worthy ob- 
jects of charity during the past 
vear was less than it has been for the 
five-previous years The Ailanta Be- 
nevulent Association depends wholiy 
on the voluntary contributions of the 
citizens of this city for support, hence 
they confine their assistance to the de- 
serving poorof the «ity. There have 
been a few extreme cases, of persons 
passing through here which presented 
the most wreiciied phases of poverty, 
and who were taken to the Home, kept 
fora few days, transportation given to 
them and sent on their way. 
gStrangers muet be in the direst need 
to obtain assistance from this society — 
consequently it is but little satisfaction 
tothe mayorsof adjoining towns to 
send paupers to Atlanta, for we procure 
transportation for them at once and re- 
turn them by the next trainard are 
no way bashful about sending our com- 
pliments with them. So much for the 
that we change pamper and encourage 
an influx of poupers. 

But extreme cases somtimes happen 
which excite our deepest sympathies 
and which show the invaluabie Lbene- 
fitsof an orgapization suchas this is, 
aud whose timely aid has sayed the life 
of morethan one uuniurtunate. One 
night about two weeks ago, a man 
about fifty years of, and very scantily 
clothed was found in the railroad depot 
suffering with a severe chill. He had 
‘been there for several hours and having 
recognized no ove bore his sufferings in 
patience and silence. Conversation 
with him revealed that he was cn 
his way to Alabama to meet bis 
son, who go dou \t was as poor as him- 
eclf. He had transportation as far as 
Atlanta, and expected to get transpor- 
tation here to continue his jvurney. 
Wien he reached here he was takes 
fromm the train aud left inthe depot —he 
had eaten nothing that day, was suf- 
tering with a severe attack of chills and 
fever, was barely covered with tattered 
clothing, unable to walk, and was 
found to be totally blind. 


“ But,” say the censors, “ you shall 
not relieve him, for he lives not here.” 
Aye, had he died here they would have 
denied nim a grave but for the exact- 
ing decrees of corrupting flesh! Svwall 
the hand of charity be palsied before 
such flimsy ‘arriers? Shall God- 
given succor fali withering before cyn- 
ical parsimony? No! ank God, 
there are in this coummunity men and 
women through whose noble hearis 
still courses the warm blood of benevo- 
lent sympathy. There are in this com- 
munity men and women who will not 
down at the bidding of carping 
misers or the revilings of heartless 
venality. 

Will the people of this flourisning 
city close their ears to the pitiful plead- 
ings of poverty and physical suffering, 
or think you that it is incumbent on 
the few who have to this hour support- 
ed aud carried on this hercuiean task 
to continue it longer without assist- 
ance? What obligation arethey un- 
der which requires them to do so? 
They have done their duty. For near- 
ly three years they have continue! at 
their posts, battling alm st si hand- 
ed with the most deplorable destitu 
tion,and they can to-morrow, empty 
their vast Home of its inwates, and 
place their beds side by side ou the 
public street for a block in length, 
and say, here people of Atlan~ 
ta, these are

read: “He who giveth to the poor, 
lendenth to the Lord”—if that securi- 
ty is satisfactory to you, wait not an- 
other moment. 

The address was listened to with 
much interest, and tne speaker was 
frequently apqlauded. 


JUDGE LOCHRaNE 
was next introduced to the andience, 
and was greeted with applause. He 
spoke as follows: 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
It would bea pleasing daty, if I telt 
well enough prepared, to fill the ab- 
sence of the speakers whom I had ex- 
pected tobe here, for although my 
name is upon the programme 1 had 
really expected to be some distance 
away at thistime. But as an act or re- 
ciprocal courtesy I am present with 
you. 

Iam aware that charity is itself an 
inspiration to vratorv, that no theme 
sparkles more brightly with all the in- 
cidents oi eloguence—none that can 
fire the tongue and unlock the heart 
like charity, forin the whole human 
history of language charity is the next 
grandest word to God.

And thus 
I have, upon this occasion, prepared a 
written speech(an uausual thing for me 
to do) and as itis not along one, I trast 
you will pardon me for reading it. It 
is, | think, in sympathy with the occa- 
sion :
